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(54) SCHEDULE MANAGING DEVICE 

(57}Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To register a self schedule on a third party schedule 
temporarily. 

CONSTITUTION: When a request of temporary registration is sent 
from a work station 109 to a host computer 102, the host computer 
102 reads the third party schedule from a schedule storage area 
105 in memory 107, and judges whether or not an additional 
schedule can be registered temporarily > and sets a temporary 
registration flag on the schedule when it can be resisted 
temporarily, and informs whether or not the temporary registration 
is perf orme d to the work station ion 109,

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Industrial Application] This invention relates to the equipment which performs schedule 

pipe **. 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] As equipment which performs schedule pipe **, there are 
JP,56-89784,A, JP,56-65356 ,A, etc., for example. 

[0003] Although the centralized control of the registered schedule could be carried out 
with the host computer connected with the terminal unit in the network, it could search 
the schedule which others registered in conventional schedule management equipment 
and the result could be displayed on the display screen etc., a means (the latter 
registration is called temporary registration below) registered one's schedule, and also 
distinguished and registered a demand on the schedule from others was not offered. 
[0004] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] When the schedule management equipment 
which used the above-mentioned conventional technique is used, in order for there to be 
only a means for referring to the schedule which others registered (a display and 
retrieval), when registering a schedule demand of one into the schedule which others 
registered, there are only approaches, such as a message by the telephone. 
[0005] The purpose of this invention is shown in solving these technical problems and 
attaining the increase in efficiency of an activity. 
[0006] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] If a scheduled addition is required from the schedule 
which others own, this invention judges whether this demand is accepted, and when it can 
accept, it will be characterized by the schedule management equipment which carries out 
temporary registration in distinction from the schedule which the owner itself registered. 
[0007] 

[Function] Since it can display in distinction from the schedule which the owner itself 
registered when displaying the schedule by which temporary registration of [ on a 
schedule ] was carried out on a display, the owner of a schedule can identify the schedule 
by which temporary registration was carried out easily. Moreover, it is easy for the owner 
of a schedule to change into high grade registry the schedule by which temporary 
registration was carried out.

[Example] One example of this invention is explained to a detail using a drawing below. 
[0009] Drawing 1 is the block diagram showing the configuration of the schedule 
management equipment in this example. A workstation 109 registers a schedule, or inputs 
the data when searching, or is equipment for outputting a retrieval result, and consists of 
the display 113 which displays a schedule, a keyboard 114 which performs the entry of 
data about a schedule, a mouse 115, and CPU1 10, the memory 111 and data I/O control 
unit 1 12 which controls I/O of a schedule. 

[0010] A host computer 102 is equipment which manages a schedule, and consists of the 
file control sections 108 which control the external storage 104 which has the temporary 
storage 106 for displaying CPU103, memory 107, and the field 105 and the schedule by 
which temporary registration was carried out for storing a schedule on real time, and 
external storage 104. A workstation 109 and a host computer 102 are connected by the 
network 101, and data are transmitted among both equipments. 
[001 1] Drawing 2 is a flow chart which shows the flow of the processing when 
performing temporary registration to the schedule which others registered using this 
invention. First, the schedule which carries out temporary registration from the keyboard 
1 14 of the workstation shown in drawing 1 or the input unit of mouse 115 grade is 
inputted (step 201). 

[0012] The owner, the scheduled day, and the time zone of a schedule are specified, 
temporary registration of an additional schedule is required, and a workstation 1 09 starts 
receptionist processing of a demand (step 202). 

[0013] A workstation 109 sends this temporary registration demand to a host computer 
102 through a network 101. A host computer 102 reads this schedule into memory 107 
from the schedule storing field 105 on the external storage 104 with which the specified 
schedule is stored, and it judges whether temporary registration is possible on this 
schedule. The criteria to judge are whether other schedules are contained at the day and 
time zone when it was specified whether there is any authority that temporary registration 
can be carried out (step 203). 

[0014] When the temporary registration which is due to be added to this schedule is 
possible, the schedule of temporary registration is registered to the schedule read into 
memory 107. In order to distinguish the schedule which the owner of a schedule 
registered, or the schedule in which temporary registration was done by others in that 
case, the temporary registration flag 501 shown in drawing 5 is set as the registered 
schedule. As for the schedule shown in drawing 5 , plurality is certain constituted 
beforehand, and each schedule consists of schedule action and the temporary registration 
flags 501, such as a time zone, a destination, and business. When the temporary 
registration flag is set up, temporary registration of it is due to be carried out, and when 
not set up, it has the semantics that it is the schedule which he registered (step 204). 
[0015] A host computer 102 stores in the schedule storing field 105 of external storage 
104, and the temporary storage 106 for a real-time display the schedule with which 
temporary registration was able to be managed (step 205), and sends the message of a 
"temporary registration normal termination" purport to a workstation 109. A workstation 
109 displays a message on a display 113, and notifies a temporary registrant of it (step 
206). 

[0016] When temporary registration is impossible, a host computer 102 is displayed on 
this schedule, delivery (step 207) and a workstation 109 display the error message of the 



purport "which cannot perform temporary registration" on a display 1 13 to a workstation 
109, and a temporary registrant is notified (step 206). 

[0017] the schedule by which temporary registration of drawing 3 was carried out — a 
temporary-ed registrant, i.e., the owner of this schedule, ~ it is the flow chart which 
shows flow in case he displays a schedule by on demand one. First, a workstation 109 
reads a schedule into memory 111 from the schedule storing field 105 of external storage 
104 through a host computer 102 and a network 101 (step 301). 

[0018] A workstation 109 judges whether the schedule by which temporary registration 
was carried out exists in this schedule with the temporary registration flag 501 . (Step 
302). 

[0019] When the schedule by which temporary registration was carried out exists in this 
schedule, by changing a color or blinking the schedule by which temporary registration 
was carried out etc., a workstation 109 specifies that temporary registration is due to be 
carried out, and displays it on a display 113 (step 303). 

[0020] Drawing 4 is a flow chart which shows the flow of processing displayed on real 
time to the display 1 13 of the workstation 109 by which the temporary-ed registrant is 
using the schedule by which temporary registration was carried out. First, refer to the 
temporary storage 106 for a real-time display of external storage 104 for a workstation 
109 with a fixed time interval (step 401). 

[0021] A workstation 109 checks whether based on the information about the temporary 
registration sent from the host computer 102, the schedule by which temporary 
registration was carried out exists in the temporary storage 106 for a real-time display 
(step 402). When the schedule by which temporary registration was carried out exists in 
the temporary storage 106 for a real-time display, a workstation 109 reads into memory 
111 this schedule by which temporary registration was carried out, and displays it on a 
display 113 (step 403). 

[0022] In addition, when a temporary-ed registrant recognizes the schedule by which 
temporary registration was carried out, a setup of the temporary registration flag 501 
which is due to correspond is changed off, and the demand of re-registration is published 
from a workstation 109 to a host computer 102. The host computer 102 which received 
this demand re-registers the schedule concerned which is in the schedule storing field 105 
on external storage 104 based on this. The schedule in which temporary registration was 
carried out by this serves as high grade registry. 

[0023] In addition, when a temporary-ed registrant cancels the schedule by which 
temporary registration was carried out, the registered schedule is deleted, a setup of the 
temporary registration flag 501 is turned OFF, and the demand of re-registration is 
published from a workstation 109 to a host computer 102. The host computer 102 which 
received this demand re-registers the schedule concerned which is in the schedule storing 
field 105 on external storage 104 based on this. By asking a host computer 102 through a 
network 101 from a workstation 109, a temporary registrant can know the situation of 
whether the status of the schedule by which temporary registration was carried out, i.e., 
the schedule by which temporary registration was carried out, became high grade 
registry, or to have been canceled. 
[0024] 

[Effect of the Invention] As compared with the case where schedule reservation is being 
conventionally performed using the telephone etc., even when he who is the carrier of a 



schedule is absent, schedule reservation can be carried out easily, and the effectiveness of 
an activity improves.

[Drawing 5] It is drawing showing the example of a format of the schedule stored in 

external storage.

CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] The schedule management equipment carry out having a means input a 
scheduled additional demand to the schedule which others own in the schedule 
management equipment which manages the schedule registered into the store, a means 
judge whether this demand receives and this demand can accept with reference to this 
schedule, and a means register this schedule in distinction from the schedule which the 
owner itself registered when acceptance is possible as the description. 
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
